As  we  present  to  the  town  the  official  aecount  of  our  schools, 
the  Board  takes  pleasure  in  reporting  that  a  fair  degree  of  suc- 
cess has  attended  the  efforts  of  our  teachers  the  past  year,  and 
in  at  least  two  instances  commendable  progress  has  been  made. 

We  appreciate  the  fact  that  in  our  village  graded  school  the 
young  children  as  they  begin  their  education  receive  training 
which  enables  them  as  they  advance  to  higher  grades  to  pursue 
their  studies  with  a  much  better  understanding  than  was  the 
case  before  the  school  was  graded. 

There  has  in  most  cases  been  a  good  interest  regarding  attend- 
ance and  an  encouraging  number  of  pupils  have  their  names  on 
the  Roll  of  Honor,  and  yet  we  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact  to  the 
parents  that  there  must  be  punctuality  and  perseverance  that 
the  pupils  may  win  success. 

In  most  cases  special  pains  have  been  taken  to  make  the  school 
rooms  attractive  to  the  pupils  and  this  is  an  effort  in  the  right 
direction. 

We  have  been  led  to  see  the  necessity  of  special  training  for 
teachers,  normal  school  training,  and  the  benefit  which  is 
derived  from  attendance  at  the  Teachers  Institutes,  that  they 
may  the  better  inpart  the  knowledge  which  they  possess  to  the 
scholars.  We  feel  that  every  teacher  should  seek  to  know  the 
magnitude  of  the  work  she  is  required  to  perform  and  consider 
that  to  a  great  extent  she  is  responsible  tor  the  moral  as  well  as 
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for  the  mental  training  of  her  pupils  and  that  her  example  will 
exert  a  greater  influence  than  her  words. 

We  would  suggest  that  parents  realize  their  duty  toco-operate 
with  the  teacher  in  the  work  of  education  and  morals.  It  certain- 
ly is  right  that  they  should  share  with  her  the  anxieties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  school  work. 

Parents  can  do  much  good  by  frequently  visiting  the  school 
and  speaking  words  of  "good  cheer."  When  a  child  sees  that  his 
teacher  and  his  parents  are  of  one  mind  he  seldom  fails  to  man- 
ifest regard  for  study  and  good  order  and  it  brings  results.
